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Summit Calls For 
Library Changes 

T he 2,000 citizens voting at the 
Citizen Summit Nov. 19 at the 
DC Convention center want 
DCs libraries to be centers of community 
life, have more computers for the public 
and offer “lifelong learning” courses. 

The DC Public Library system was 
one of four topics discussed and voted 
on in small table groups spread over the 
convention floor. Individual keypads and 
laptop computers at each table sent votes 
and comments to be displayed on large 
projection screens. 

Activities for youth brought agreement 
that mentoring and tutoring programs 
and early learning programs were most 
important for young children. Older 
youth need mentoring, job readiness, 
communication skills and financial lit¬ 
eracy programs, the 2000 attendees felt. 

To the question, “What can be done 
to make mixed-income housing around 
public transportation workable?” the citi¬ 
zens said, “... make sure that developers 
include affordable housing and include 
residents in the planning process of devel¬ 
opment projects.” Rent control was sup¬ 
ported. 

On the Districts efforts to expand job 
opportunities, the summit voters stressed 
the need for a living wage, and support 
services such as day care, housing and 
transportation and to focus on ex-offend¬ 
ers, the chronically unemployed and those 
with language barriers. 

A table of demographics of the attend¬ 
ees at the summit is included on the web¬ 
site www.citizensummit.dc.gov, showing 
that all ages, races and incomes were rep¬ 
resented. Ward 6 (which includes Near 
Southwest), which has 12% of the city’s 
population, had 10% of the voters at the 
summit.
